G "children. are packed together like swine, in cellars and 
dilapidated old buildings and stables, and where, alas! are to be 
found the worst sinks of iniquity and dens of crime and debauchery 
in our city. For twenty-one years, in this moral plague spot, which 
blights our otherwise fair city, they have labored ; and whilst meet- 
ing with enough success to warrant them to continue on in their 
work, the truth for some years past has forced itself оп their minds 
that if they would more successfully combat sin thus entrenched, 
something more than an ordinary church organization was needed— 
that a temporary home should be provided, where the inmates of 
these haunts of vice could Ве, received whenever they expressed a 
desire to begin a new life. The difficulty experienced by the Rector, 
in securing a temporary place of shelter for this class, induced the 
Vestry, in the month of June, last, to purchase the property No. 708 
Lombard Street, at a cost of $5,000, upon which they have paid 
$1,000, leaving а balance due of $4,000, which they are anxious to 
pay off as soon as possible, and thus save the yearly expense of 
interest. The building was plainly furnished during the summer, 
mainly with articles donated by friends, and on the first of September 
was formally opened as a temporary refuge, in connection with a Home 
for the Aged Female Communicants of the Church, under the care 
of one of the members of the church, who generously gives her services 
gratuitously. 
To carry on the Mission in connection with this much-needed 
Institution, the Vestry will require the present year, at least $3,500, 
for which amount they confidently appeal to the community, and 
earnestly solicit Donations and Annual Subscriptions at once, as the 
treasury is now exhausted. To secure for the Home a permanent 
income, annual subscriptions for any amount are especially requested.

During the pastoral year just ended, services have been 
held regularly every Sunday morning and afternoon, and sixty-four 
times on other days, at all of which services, except seven, I have 
officiated besides preaching elsewhere twenty-two times and assisting 
the Rector of St. Andrew's Church seven times in the Holy Commu- 
nion. I have continued my weekly visitations to the colored wards of 
the Pennsylvania Hospital, and have made occasional visits to the 
Alms-House, in addition to the numerous ones I am required to make 
to the members of the congregation, who demand a constant oversight. 
This part of my duties monopolizes a large portion of my time, as in 
case of sickness I have frequently to secure the services of a physician 
and procure the good offices of some neighbor; and here I would 
express my thanks to Dr. GEORGE A. Wis, à member of the Chusch 
of the Ascension, who, though personally unacquainted with me, 
kindly called and volunteered his services to any of my members. Му 
other official acts together with the statistics of the Parish are as 
follows :

" SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 


This department of our Church work is still in a flourishing condition, 
notwithstanding pecuniary inducements, under the garb of charity, 
continue to be held out by other organizations to the , people of the 
neighborhood. With their mode of conducting their schools of course 
we have nothing to do, but experience has taught us that to the indis- 
criminate practice of clothing children from head to foot to induce 
them to attend school, can be traced, in many cases, the seed of that 
rank plant which appears indigenous to the neighborhood— Pau perism. 
As this assertion may seem too sweeping, we would simply say that 


we are acquainted with some families in the Parish, who for three 
` 


successive generations have been clothed from the day of their birth by 
charity, so АЙЫ That a Sunday School can be maintained, even in 
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the poorest neighborhood of our city, without buying the scholars to 
attend will abundantly appear from the following statistics :

for Girls, under great disadvantages, continued its labors during 
the season, endeavoring to give instruction to eighty-four scholars, as 
from the want of teachers the proper care could not be given to the 
work of the children, and consequently, the object of its organization 
was, in a great measure, defeated. Unless we can receive more help 
the coming season, we shall be compelled to suspend its operations. 


Sixty garments were made by the children, and a large quantity of. 


patch-work for a quilt, by the smaller ones just beginning to sew. 


THE MOTHERS’ MEETING 


was re-opened in the beginning of October and closed the last week 
in March. The number of members enrolled was thirty-eight, who 
made up and paid for 134 garments, at a total cost of $52 23. One 
dozen brooms, and coal, to a limited amount, were also sold. 

The meeting was closed, as usual, by myself, with a short address 
and prayer. 

The remarks made in my last report, of the great advantage of this 
plan of benevolence over the old eleemosynary system, have been 
more than confirmed -by the experience of the past year, as by the 

. abolishment of the Dorcas Society, we have taught the worthy poor of 
the neighborhood that they were not attending а pawper church, by 
which epithet the church was, unfortunately, known for so many 
years, and which we need hardly say, kept a large number of 
the respectable poor living in the parish from attaching themselves 
to it.

sent away goods to the Freedmen valued at $110.33, besides contri- 
buting $20 in cash to the Pennsylvania Branch of the Freedmen's 
Commission. As the time, however, in our judgment, has arrived 
when these people should begin to provide for their own young and 
aged, hereafter no more clothing will be made up: but all the money 
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contributed by the members will go directly towards furnishing the 
Freedmen with that education which they so much need and which 
they are so anxious to acquire, to qualify them for all the privileges of 
their new and God eiven position. 


THE HOME FOR THE HOMELESS. 


Since the opening of this Institution, I have given it my personal 
supervision, visiting it daily, the special management of it, however, 
being left to Miss SARAH SMITH, a communicant of the Church, who 
has so generously given her services as Matron gratuitously, as has 
also Dr. A. PAUL TURNER, of the Howard Hospital, his services as 
physician, to both of whom the thanks of all friends of the Mission 
are due. 

Since the first of September, the day on which the ITome was for- 
mally opened, three (aged communicants of the Church) have been 
received as permanent inmates, and three have been furnished with 
temporary lodgings. Of the permanent inmates, one is ninty-four 
years of age, and up to the time of her admission lived in a small 
garret, where the heat was so intense the past summer that it raised 
blisters on her arms and shoulders. Her gratitude to the friends who 
have provided her with such a comfortable home in which to pass the 
few remaining years of life, cannot be expressed in language. Had 
the Home only been intended for the aged and worthy poor, every 
bed would have been occupied in a month, but as the space assigned 
for that class is limited, we have been compelled to refuse many appli- 
cations that appealed to our warmest sympathy. 

Of the temporary inmates, one was a married woman who, with 
her sick husband, had been put on the street for non-payment of rent, 
and who, but for the shelter furnished her at the Ноше, would have 
been compelled to sleep in the station-house, or else iu one of the 
many vile lodging-places in the neighborhood, where for ten cents she 
could have shared. the floor of a small room, without any ventilation, 
with a company of low drunkards. Her husband procuring work in 
a few days, he secured a small room and took her to it, with the 
promise that as soon as possible he would make a contribution to the 
Institution. 

As the number of temporary inmates admitted no doubt seems 
small for the time the Home has been opened, we would state, that we 
have had to be careful to prevent the house from being used as a mere 
stoppingsplace by that large class, known as “ tramps,” who will not 
work, nor allow others to assist them in getting it. For this class, a 
House of Correction is the proper place, and we sincerely pray that 
ere long theauthorities of our City will have one erected. 

As one of the chief objects, however, in establishing the Home was 
to give the vilest an opportunity to raise themselves from the depths 
of degradation, any female who has grown tired of her evil ways, and 
expresses а desire to reform, will be gladly received and afforded an 
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opportunity to do so. As such persons, however, demand the utmost 
care, and ought not to be made to feel that they are outcasts, or that 
they should be kept outside the pale of respectable society for a 
probationary period, if any results are to be expected from the efforts 
made to assist them, we thought it advisable to have always in the 
Home a small Christian family, with whom they could at once 
associate, and thus be brought at once under the silent, though direct 
influence of our most holy religion, hence our reason for combining а 
Ноше for the Aged Communicants of the church with that of a 
Reformatory. The advantage of this plan over the old one of 
huddling the degraded together by themselves, we think will be 
apparent to every reflective mind, and especially to those who have 
ever labored among that class. То assist us in carrying out this plan 
we have inaugurated religious services at the Home, every Sunday 
evening, at which the permanent inmates with the officers, are always 
present, and to which the degraded of the neighborhood are specially 
invited by myself and some of the members of the congregation, who 
visit them in their houses during the week. At our first meeting, last 
Sunday week, three of those present, (one white and two colored 
women,) were all inmates of the same low brothel. 

The number of lodgings .furnished to the temporary inmates since 
September 151, to date, was twelve; and the number of meals, 
including those given to the permanent ones, 804; at a total cost of 
$60 69, or about 73 cents per meal. Of this amount, the members of 
the church have contributed $28 00. 

As it is desirable to keep all the inmates employed, and make them 
contribute as much as possible to their support, the Matron will be 
pleased to receive any orders for the cutting and sewing of carpet- 
rags, which is the only kind of work we can undertake at present. 
Since the opening, they have made the carpeting for two rooms, and 


contributed by their labor $3 80.

Permit 
me, however, to say that, much as has been accomplished, let us not 
be therewith content, but earnestly covet greater achievements for the 
glory of Him who has entrusted to our care the special work in which 
for years we have been engaged, and seek to make the Mission the 
centre of the most comprehensive Christian charities, the more so, as 
in the providence of God we were the first Church organization to carry 
the blessings of the Gospel into the godless homes of Bedford Street 
and the courts and alleys contiguous. That our Heavenly Father 
may grant us all health and strength to continue in the work of giving 
a free gospel to the poor, the lowly and the outcasts, and with gratitude 
to Him for the blessings so graciously vouchsafed us in the past,

, Through the liberality and active support of a friend, we were 
enabled to re-open this school. Two sessions were held weekly until 
the last week in April. The subjects taught, were reading, writing 
arithmetic and spelling; in all of which much progress was shown by 
the scholars, as every one seemed anxious to improve the opportunity 
of adding to their scanty stock of learning. Many of them have shown | 
their gratitude for this help by attaching themselves permanently to 
the Church. "The number of scholdrs was one hundred and ten ; 
average attendance, sixty-five. 


THE MOTHERS’? MEETING. 


Having spoken so often of the advantage of this agency over all 
other systems of helping the poor, I would simply add, in proof of 
what I have so frequently said, that with one hundred and thirty-one 
communicants looking to me for aid when needed, I only gave away

seen - 
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one ton of. coal and nine yards of flannel during the year. The total 
expenses of the organization was one hundred and three dollars, of 
which amount the members paid eighty-two dollars and eighty-five 
cents, thus leaving the actual expenses only twenty dollars and 


` fifteen cents, which, with one hundred and thirty-six dollars and 


thirty-one.cents given to the sick and for funeral expenses, (most of 
which was given to those not members of the Church,) makes the total 
amount expended in charities one hundred and fifty-six dollars and 
forty-six cents against one hundred and forty-six dollars and forty- 
five cents expended the first year of my pastorate, when we had only 
twenty-seven communicants, two-thirds of whom were clothed from 
the Dorcas Society. 

Conclusive, however, as these facts are in vindication of the wisdom 
of this instrumentality of benevolence, its good effects can be further 
traced in their efforts to support the Gospel among themselves, and to 
give it to others, as will appear from the subjoined statement of their

Тн HOME ron THE HOMELESS. 


The charitable work of this Institution in furnishing temporary 
lodgings to needy and degraded females until homes can be provided 
for them, continues under the charge of Miss Sarah Smith as Matron, 
who, as stated in my last report, gives her services gratuitously, as 
does also Dr. A. Paul Turner his services as physician, to both of 
whom I would here record my grateful thanks for the faithful manner 
in which they have discharged their duties. 

To illustrate how far the Home has carried out the special object for 
which it was established, I eive the following incidents, they being 
good samples of thé character of the persons who have been sheltered 
and cared for. The first case I would mention, is that of a peor 
woman who was found by our Bible Reader in a cellar in an almost 
naked condition, her clothing baving been stolen from her during а 


I 
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spell of sickness by those to whom she had appealed for shelter. She 
remained in the Home until she was strong enough to accept à 
situation, which we had procured for her. She has called several 
times since at the Home to express her gratitude for the kindness 
shown her while an inmate, and especially for rescuing her from the 
vile company into which she was thrówn by misfortune. The other 
case was that of a white woman, who begged me with tears in her 
eyes, to save her from being drawn into a periodical debauch. | This 
woman belonged to that class of unfortunate ones whose appetite for 
strong drink is sometimes stronger than the human will, which, “like 
the poison of a malignant disease in the vitals, lurks and lingers, but 
to command and conquer.” Now what these unfortunate ones want, 
when they come to us for our sympathy, is not, says one who has had 
much experience with them, “ that they may be abased and imprisoned 
as criminals, nor yet be humiliated as paupers, but that they may have 
such help as will enable them to be men again, and do their portion for 
the public good.” This help was given to that poor woman by provi- 
ding her at the Home with a refuge, whilst the struggle with her giant 
enemy was going on within. She remained at the Home a few days, 
when her husband, who lived in the country, called and took her back 
to her family, from whom I learned a few months since, that she has 
continued to live a sober, good and indusirious life. Space will not 
permit me to speak of other cases, as I desire to say a. few words in 
reference to another charity carried on at the Home, viz :— The dinner 
for Invalids. : 

In my visits to the sick, I constantly find what they most need, and 
what the physician is so apt to order, is good substantial food, 
especially to those who are in a. convalescent state. To procure this 
themselves, is, as a general thing, an utter impossibility, for a few 
weeks sickness with the poor soon strips them of all the money they 
have, and compels them in many cases to part with some of their 
furniture. For this class, therefore, (the most deserving class that can 
appeal to our benevolence,) we have established a dinner, to which 
they are invited to come, until they are able to begin work again, 
when the privilege is withdrawn, as we have no intentions to make 
any of our charities *an inclined plane to hurry ihe honest poor 
down to the abyss of pauperism,? which we would do, if we continued 
to give them free dinners when they were able to earn it for Шеш- 
selves. The good effect of this daily meal upon those who have enjoyed 
it, has, in some cases, been remarkhble, it having proved to be the best 
medicine that could be given to them. This feature of our work has 
been highly commended by every physician to whom I have mentioned 
it, as it will be, I am persuaded, by all who are able to distinguish the 
true character of Christian charity from mere sentimental compassion. 
I would simply add that those who are too sick to come themselves are 
permitted ‘to send for their dinner, and if not able to eat substantial 


food, are provided with some lighter nourishment. The number of- 
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meals furnished to this class was 444, which, with 8484given to the 
permanent and temporary inmates, makes the whole number of meals 
9154. The total cost of these meals was $581.00, or about 01 cents per 
meal. Ofthis amount the members of the Church have contributed 
$114.37, and the inmates by their labor $48.91. The whole number 
admitted, including two permanent inmates, has been 99. Of the 
temporary inmates, 16 were provided with situations; 6 were sent to 
their friends; оре was sent to the Hospital, and 4 left of their own 
accord ; leaving at this date, 6 inmates in the Home. The number of 
lodgings furnished temporary inmates was 161. 


CONCLUDING REMARKS. 


Trusting that from this record of another year’s work, you will be 
able to judge, in a measure at least, what has been done towards 
making the Church a channel of blessing to the neighborhood—a 
neighborhood peopled with the poorest of the poor, and the most 
hardened of the guilty—and with the earnest prayer that our Heavenly 
Father will enable us to accomplish more for His glory in the future,

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ANNUAL REPORT. 


Tux Vestry of the Church of the Crucifixion, in presenting to the 
publie the record of their work, for the year ending this date, regret 
to announce that the Church is at the present time without a Rector, 
the Rev. Joseph В. Moore, who for nearly nine years occupied that 
position, having resigned on the Ist of September last, owing to the 
want of physical y cue to endure any longer his arduous duties. 
The Vestry deeply regret the causes which led to the resi gnation of Rev. 
Mr. Moore, whose unceasing devotion to his labors in this important 
sphere of Christian duty, has produced visible and lasting effects in saving 
precious souls, ameliorating the condition of the unfortunate and 
afflicted, and extending the Redeemer's kingdom, in the most degraded, 
neglected and abandoned portion of our great city. It is but simple 
justice to refer with pleasure to his fidelity, conscientiousness, and 
wise administration, in carrying out the work of both the Church of 
the Crucifixion and the Home for the Homeless, and since his resigna- 
tion they have endeavored to Secure a successor, though so far without 
success. This failure, however, has not interfered with any of the 
publie services, as they have all been regularly carried on, including 
those of the Sunday School, and the special service at the Home for 
the Homeless, on Sunday evenings, which last is conducted by four 
members of the Vestry alternately. 

For the ten months of the Rev. Mr. Moore's pastorate, he reports 
the following official labors :

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In th? visitation of certain portions of the parish, the rector con- 
tinued to be assisted by the Bible Reader, until the month of May, 
when she was compelled to cease her labors on account of sickness 
contracted in the discharge of her duties. The number of visits made.

The advantage of this agency in reaching the degraded poor of 
the parish cannot be expressed in language; to be fully realized, one 
must accompany her in her round of visitations, and see for themselves 
how even the most degraded gladly weleome a Christian woman to 
their homes, though knowing as they do that she is in no way con- 
nected with any charitable society, but simply visits them to improve 
their social and moral condition; and by God's Spirit to lead them to 
their Saviour. 

As stated in previous reports the expenses of this agency is paid 
for by the members of the Church, who have also made the following 
contributions to other objects:

THE HOME.FOR THE HOMELESS, 


Under the matronship of Miss Sarah Smith, has continued in an un- 
ostentatious way, to furnish a temporary home for destitute females, 
until they can be provided for elsewhere. Of those who have been 
received, some have been led to seek a better life, whilst others have 
been saved from the danger and ruin awaiting those who find them- 
selves homeless in a strange city, and who from their destitute condition 
are too often compelled to resort to the vile lodging houses of the 
neighborhood, which are in many instances ойу traps for the unwary ; 
or else seek shelter in the station house in company with the drunken 
and depraved. One instance will suffice to show the blessings which 
the Home confers upon those of this latter class. А respectable white 


M 
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"em vo her husband and two children, who had come to the city” 


in quest of work, were turned out upon the street on a rainy night, 
and their baggage retained by their landlord, when he fonnd that they 
had nothing more to pay. That night they were compelled to sleep 
in the station house, which so preyed upon the mind of the husband, 
together with his inability to obtain employment, that in the morning 
it was found necessary to commit him to the county prison, uutil an 
order could be procured from the proper authorities to send him to 
the insane asylum, whilst the mother and children were once more 
turned upon the street hungry and homeless, in which condition they 


were found by some person who was acquainted with the Home, who ` 


kindly sent them to us for protection, uutil they could communicate 
with their relatives, who, as soon as they were informed of their cir- 
cumstances, sent them money to return home. То further show the 
class of people sometimes benefited, we would simply add that before 
the rebellion this family were living in comfort in one of the Southern 
cities. 

During the year three of the permanent inmates were transferred 
by death to that home purchased by Jesus for His people. One of 
them was the first person confirmed in the Mission, and for more than 
twenty years adorned the doctrine which she professed, and although 


the Home was not specially established for the benefit of the aged, we. 


rejoice to know that within its walls three of God's redeemed children 
in their old age, and in the hour of death, were ministered to by the 
hand of Christian love, instead of the cold hand of municipal charity. 


THE DINNER FOR INVALIDS 


` 
Has proven itself to be one of the cheapest, and yet at the same time 
one of the most useful agencies ever devised to assist the worthy poor, 
saving as it did, in the opinion of physicians, the lives of not a few, who 
were stricken down by the relapsing fever, which raged so fearfully 
last summer in the Parish. One physician, whose patients enjoyed its 
benefits, says :—'' In no form can charity be more admirably exhibited. 
The constitutions of the poor are usually enfeebled by hereditary dis- 
ease, or by want and irregularity of life; and when they are attacked by 
disease require from the outset a full supply of the strongest nourishment ; 
and i have often felt the mockery of giving tonies to create an appe- 


tite when there was no means of gratifying it when created. Even ` 


when poverty is not во extreme, the ignorance and apathy of attendants 
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keep them Írom bestowing the care necessary in preparing food for 
the sick. Full and proper diet is more necessary for these miserable 
ones иа medicine; and yowr institution of more use than a dispen- 
sary. 1 

The number of meals furnished to invalids was 492, which, with 
8,745.supplied to the inmates, makes the whole number 9 237, at a 
total cost of $690.09. Of this amount $204.46 was contributed re the 
members of the Church, and $32.39 by the labor of the inmates, The 
whole number admitted was 36; 22 of whom were provided with situa- 
tions, and 9 were sent to their friends, leaving at this date 7 inmates in 
the Home. The number of lodgings furnished temporary inmates 
was 888. 

In closing this brief statement of their work—a work which they 
feel is looked upon with peculiar favor by Him who, though rich, yet 
for our sakes became poor—the Vestry desire in all candor to say that 
if the Church ait large desire their Mission to be continued, and тшн 
under their charge, then she must increase her contributions (which 
can be sent to to the Accounting Warden, W. B. Whitney, Esq., No. 
224 Walnut Street), and must show more practical sympathy than she 
has done in the past.

From October.1870, the time of the resignation of the rectorship, by 
my esteemed friend, the Rev. Joseph R. Moore, until June 23, 1871,

Through its operations, the wants of many of the poor and destitute 
of the parish are relieved. It is, of course, conducted by members of 
the congregation, whose positions enable them to devote time and 
energy to so praiseworthy a purpose. Asa means of great good, its 
efficiency has been fully brought to your notice in the reports of my 
predecessor. Formerly these Meetings were kindly superintended by 
Mrs. Rev. J. R. Moore, assisted by Mrs H. Porter, and Mrs. Sanders. 
Affairs are now faithfully managed by the two latter ladies.

THE HOME FOR THE HOMELESS. 


Next in importance to the Church itself, is this excellent Institution. 
The amount of good it has accomplished, since its foundation, is great ; 
and the fact must afford much spiritual satisfaction to its founders and 
patrons. 


As a Benevolent Institution, its peculiar excellence arises from the 
fact that, such as they are, its charities are freely dispensed to the 
homeless, the destitute and the afflicted, without respect to race or 
age. 
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As an agency of the parish, it not only affords a comfortable home 
to the sick and superannuated members; but, from its favorable 
location in one of the most wretched, though teeming sections of the 
city—a district filled with the vicious, the debauched and degraded of 
both races, it has afforded an independent nucleus for missionary 
operations among them. Many, principally through the zealous efforts 
of the Bible Reader, who resides on the premises, are induced to attend 
the Sunday afternoon services held here, who cannot, for obvious 
reasons, be prevailed upon to attend the Services at the Church 

These Meetings, held regularly every Sunday evening, except during 
the summer months, are also attended by all the inmates; when 
omitted in summer, special meetings for their spiritual benefit are 
maintained. From October, 1870, to the end of June ensuing. the 
regular Meetings were conducted alternately by Messrs. Edwande 

Allen, Gedwin and Parker of your respected body; these center 

having kindly volunteered their services. qoe. 


During the year ending November 1, the ** Home ” has furnished 
to homeless individuals, 352 Lodgings; to the permament inmates, 
5933 meals; to temporary and transient inmates, 1235 meals ; and to 
invalids, 412, making a total of 7580 meals dispensed. ‘Towards this 
and expenses in general, $1141.14 have been contributed. Of this 
amount, $101.00 were contributed by members of the Church : $36 4l 
by the labor of the inmates ; and $10.11 by the Sunday School. M 


Of 24 persons admitted at sundry times during the year, 13 have 
been provided with situations; two were sent to their friends ; а 
the Hospital; while 2 left on their own account, and 1 was оба 
by the Matron for refusal to comply with the rules; leaving at this 
date, 7 inmates. Of the permament members of the household, one 


only has been removed, since the last Report, to the Mansions on 
High. | 


From the foregoing statements, the scope and influence of the 
“Ноте” will not only be readily appreciated by its active patrons 
and friends, but will, I sincerely trust, recommend this great charit 
to the Church. Indeed, properly to estimate the relief it almost daily 
affords to the poor, the afflicted and degraded in its vicinity, one md 

first visit the place itself, and then, accompany the Bible andes and 
myself on some of our ordinary rounds among the reeking hovels of 
destitution, disease and distress, where many would perish but for the 
aid thus unostentatiously furnished. Та this connection my report 
would be glaringly incomplete, did I omit to commend the fiiis

as to the general fund for the support of this Missionary light in one 
of the darkest and foulest sections of this * City of Brotherly Love.” 

Trusting that these imperfect remarks may tend to increase the 
interest and contributions of all who love the Lord Jesus, and desire 
to aid in the spiritual elevation of our colored population—trusting 
that the Lord of the Harvest will abundantly bless your labors and 
those of his unworthy servant—and that he will prosper the Mission

Dear Brethren :~-1 cannot too earnestly call your attention to the condition 
of the Church of the Crucifixion. This Church is situated on Eighth Street 


` near Bedford, in a district where ignorance, filth, poverty, drunkenness, and 


lewdness have long entrenched themselves. In no part of the city can there 
be found more degraded haugts of vice and squalor. This Church was planted 
there, to do what it could, towards leavening this impure mass of humanity 
with the Gospel of Jesus Christ. It has already been a blessing to thousands. 
To many souls it has proved the gate of Heaven. The work which has been 
done in this parish by its zealous Rectors and the self-sacrificing laity 
associated with them, is of a character that cannot be measured by dollars, nor 
by lists of conversions or communicants. It isa sowing of seed upon the 
waters, sending it broad-cast into the midst of that which seems to swallow it 
up. Much of the labor and efforts disappear from human view. То Ше eye of 
sense there is no proportionate remuneration to the toil expended; but to the 
eye of God the seed sown will spring up and will be gathered by future reapers 
into the Garner of the Lord. 

Thisis а free Church. It із the aim of the Vestry to keep it so. It would 
be unwise and wrong to make it other than free. In the language of one of the 
Wardens of that Church, “it does not enter into our plans to make it self- 
supporting, we rather aim to be an endless chain of Faith, Hope and Charity, 
going down ‘nto the lowest state of society and bringing up the degraded ones, 
giving them a start if possible to a more elevated position, then going down 
again for others.” 

It is thus a work that is ever repeating itself; that is never finished, that 
will be always a claimant for the help and sympathy of fellow Christians. 
The character of the persons for whom this Church was built—the neighbor- 
hood in which it is located—the self denying toils of Minister, Wardens, Vestry- 
men and Teachers, the pressing necessities of the hour, all conspire to urge 
you to give a helping hand to this Church, the only one of its kind in the city, 
and thus enable it to do the special work for which it was founded and which 
can be done by it alone. Its annual support requires at least $3000. Itisnow ` 
$600 in arrears, besides a mortgage of $3000 on the Home for the Homeless, 
and ground rent on the Church of $2000—interest of which must be paid semi- 
annually. 

Will not the Churches of this city aid this sister Church by contributing 
annually a small sum, say fifty or one hundred dollars each to keep up this 
work in this degraded section. 

It would be a shame and a disgrace to our whole communion to let it lack 
support or efficiency when there is во much wealth and во much professed 
desire to bring the poor and the wretched within the influences of the Gospel 
of Christ.
